2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 3 aadlO30 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the 
inositols derivatives, compounds or methods of preparing the glycosylphosphatidylinositol glycans of claims 10-30, respectively. 

Cairns 1 ,2,4-9 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by JAWOREK et al. Claim 1 is drawn to a compound of a 
specific formula I. Dependent claims 2 and 4-9 are further limitations of the compound represented by formula I of claiml. 
JAWOREK et al disclose the applicant's compound of claims 1,2,6,8 and 9, wherein n=l, R = -CHa-aryi (-CHi-phenyl), R*is Ns 
and R* is (-CHi-pheoyl) (see STN abstract of the structure). JAWOREK et al.'s compound has the CAS A 344914-78-9. JAWOREK 
et al disclose the applicant's compound of claims 1 ,2, 4,5,7 and 8, wherein n=l,R = H,R 3 is -NHjX, R l and R 2 together are 
P(O)0R 3 and R 4 = R* - H (see compound 3, page 376). 

Ciairnsl-30 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry. 
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
